DEATH OF HON, A. T. HILL 


Stricken Down with Apoplexy at 


His Home in tbe Night. 


An Ho«ored and Useful Citizen Called to His 


Reward. * 


The community was shocked this 


morning on learning that Hon. Alexander 
T. Hill, an old and highly respected citi 
zen, had died suddenly at his home at 
5:30 a. m., at about the hour when he 
usually arose each day. He was stricken 
down by apoplexy and lived but 30 min- 
utes after Dr. Ira N. Barnes was sum- 
moned to attend him. 


The deceased appeared to be in his 


usual state of health yesterday, when he 
was about town. Last evening he at- 
tended to his little chorea about the 
house and retired at the usual hour. 
Some time during the morning he 
arose from his bed on the first floor of 
the dwelling, but was not missed by Mrs. 
Hill until she awoke at 5 o'clock. She 
became concerned about his absence and 
got up to learn his whereabouts. She 
passed into the hall and found Mr. Hill 
ying upon the floor at the open closet 
door at the end of the hall in an uncon- 
scious condition, his eyes closed and 
jreathing hard, showing every evidence 
of apoplexy. Dr. Barnes did everything 
jossible to revive Mr. Hill but without 
success. He was unable to speak or 
move a limb, and passed away, the end 
of an honored and well spent life. 


The news of his death spread rapidly 


about the city, and scores of personal 
'riends visited the residence to offer 
words of consolation and tender their 
assistance if required. Mr. Bill was uni- 
•ersally respected as an honest, upright 
citizen and a useful member of this com- 
munity in which he has been repeatedly 
lonored and where he has lived for 
nearly 40 years. He was a man of posi- 
ive convictions, large hearted and char- 
table. He was always public spirited, 
aiding by personal efforts and with his 
means to advance the interests of Deca- 
iur, contributing liberally to churches 
md other Christian institutions. Though 
not a member of any church lie attended 
he Presbyterian and Baptist places of 
worship, his wife being a member of tho 
irst named denomination. In politics 
le was an uncompromising Republican. 


Mr. Hill was a native of Virginia and 


was 69 years of age. He came to Illinois 
n 1837, when 18 years of age, and lived 
i number of years at Galena, 111., where 
ie was connected with the government 
ead mines. He also resided at Belleville, 
11., and at Kane, Greene county, 111., at 
which last named place he was a sales- 
man in a general store. He came to 
Decatur, 111., about 
the year 1852, 


and began his business career which 


as been rounded out with honor and 
inancial success. He first kept 
a 


lothing and 
boot 
and shoe store 


n the 
old Bailroad Bank building, 


which then stood on South Franklin 
treet but afterward removed to the Dr. 
(fitohell building north of the New 
Iteming hotel. 
Subsequently he was 


•roprietor of a diy goods store in the 
oom in Powers' block now occupied by 
. W. Ehrman. He retired ns a merchant 
>y selling out to Bhollabarger, Bright & 
largis. 
In 1857 Mr. Hill was elected an alder- 


man in tho city council from the third 
ward, and in 1859 he was elected mayor 
if the city. He was also in the city 
jouncil (is a representative from the third 
ward in 1872-3. 
He has been supervisor 


or Decatur township in the county board 
3ontinuously since 1880, beingflrst elected 
n the spring of that year; he was chair- 
man of the board in 3881,1882,1884 and 
885, and was supervisor at the time of 
iis death. He was one of the original 
itockholders of tho Deoatur National 
rank, of which he was president nearly 
hirteen years. He was elected a direc- 
,or and chosen president o£ the bank 
August 21,1881, and hold the position 
until January 17,1887, when he was suc- 
ceeded by K. H. Eoby. In all his busi- 
ness relations bs wai methodical, careful 
and courteous. lie always had a kindly 
greeting for friends and acquaintances, 
nnd it was this genial trait of his charac- 


;er, 
together with his reputation for 


itrict integrity, thct won friends for the 
>ank and for any cause which he espoused. 
-Ha name WKS a power of strength, and 
iis life waa as open and honest as his 
friendship was trua and unfailing. In 
iis home life he waa loving and kind, and 
ie was a generous host. Some years ago 
ie erected a beautiful and commodious 
lome on West Prairie street, in which to 
pass his declining years; it was his pride 
,nd comfort, and in it this morning the 
inal summons came to him. 


The deceased leaves a widow, who is a 


lister of Mrs. Dr. Ira N/Barnes, and an 
only son, Edward. His surviving broth- 
ers are Bev. Wm. B. Hill, of Virden, 111., 
and liichard B. Hill, of Liberty, Mo. His 
iislers are Mrs. Benjamin J. West, of 
Belleville, 111., Mrs. Lucy G. Hord, Mrs. 
Anna O. Powell and Mrs. Mary L. Jack- 


son, 
all of Virden, 111. 


Mr. Hill leaves his family in excellent 


circumstances. He was the owner of 
city property and several farms.
